Ten years ago when I first became 
a councilman, the principal munici- 
pal concern probably was streets. 

From all parts of the city as it 
then existed there was a demand 
for bettcr street maintenance. Peo- 
pie wanted the “chuck holes” filled; 
they wanted smother streets. In 
many parts of the town they asses- 
sed themselves for new streets. The 
building of an adequate city street 
maintenance department was a chief 
objective in my early years on the 
council. 

Passage of the Collier-Burns act 
several years ago, a piece of legis- 
lation for which the League of Cal- 
fornia Cities worked hard, gave the 
cities ™% cents of the gasoline tax to 
use for street construction and 
maintenance compared with only 
% cent before. 

We have been using this money 
for needed street improvement and 
safety devices. 

Middie avenue from University 
te Olive was reconstructed, 2s was 
Ravenswood avenue. Synchroniz- 
ed traffic signals were erected on 
Fl Camino Real, as were safety 
gates at the Ravenswood avenue 
railroat crossing. Money was bud- 
geted and plans completed for the 
widening of Santa Cruz avenue to 
about Hermosa street, and for the 
reconstruction of that part of Bay 
road within the city limits. 

We had anticipated that there 
would be great objection to proper- 
ty acquisition for the widening of 
Santa Cruz avenue, and were very 
pleased that the City Engineer was 
able to work.out plans which would 
increase the paved surface adequate- 
ly without disturbing property lines. 
we were greatly surprised, there- 
fore, when residents on the street 
protested the proposal. 

It is necessary that some of the 
city’s streets be major arteries. 
Otherwise throuvh traffic filters 
dewn all the. city’s. residential 
streets. ‘Santa Cruz avenue has 
Jone been designated, and: proper- 
ly so, the’ city’s major artery be- 
tween E! Camino and the foothills. 
For over a decade the city’s exist- 
ing master plan has carried a set 
back line for future widening. 

‘As homes have been built along 
this street in recent years, I have 
wonderéa why people wanted to live 


so close to a major trafficway. Now } 


we find that the people who built 
there didn’t want to be on a major 
trafficway after all; they want the 
city to change its plans and some- 
how divert the traffic to somebody 
else’s <treet, such as Valparaiso. 

Next week we will continue this 
discussion of our present street 
problenis.

I have discussed the matter this 
qate with “Mr. William A. White, 
Executive Directcr of the State 
FBoard cf Registration for Civil and 
Professional Engineers. He stated 
that their board did not construe the 
last paragraph -of Section 6731 of 
the Civil.and Professional Engi- 
neers’ Act referring to “city and re- 
gional planning” to mean that city, 
eounty and regional planners should 
be registered civil engineers in order 
to make general master plans of ci- 
ties and ccunties. He further said 
that the registration law only ap- 
plied insofar as designing and sup- 
ervision of “fixed works” were con- 
eerned, meaning the preparation of 
working drawings and specifications 
and the-supervision of constructicn, 
“in order to. safeguard Hfe, health, 
proverty and public. welfare.” 
| Mr.-White. also said that the Re- 
gistration Board was considering re- 
commending that the Act be am- 
ended at the next session of the 
State Legislature to eliminate the 
reference to “city and regional 
planning” as it might be assumed 
to ke in conflict with the State Con- 
servation and Planning Law and 
some other State laws. Apparently 
this was ‘the case with Mr. Brown, 

; Who. assumed that the reference had 

a broad general application rather 
that the specific intent as inter- 
preted by Mr. White.

ants, consists mainly of the prepara- 
tion of master plans, as prescribed 
by the State Conservation and Plan- 
ing Law, and of drafting and ad- 
ministering regulations such as zon- 
ing ordinances, for making such 
master plans effective, as stated by 
Mr. White, they are not subject to 
the provisions of the State Civil and 
Professional Engineers’ Act relating 
to Civil Engineering. The actual 
working drawings and specifications 
for highways, bridges and other 
structures are prepared and certified 
by registered civil engineers. 


In most cases the head of the 
technical staff of a planning com- 
mission has the title of Director of 
Planning, although in some cases 
they are called “planning engi- 
neers.” However, this does not vio- 
late the State Civil Engineers’ re- 
gistration provisions as they do not 
use the term “Civil Engineer.” 


The American Society of Civil 
Engineers has a City Planning Sec- 
tion for the purpose of keeping their 
members informed of the latest de- 
velopments in this field and for the 
benefit cf civil engineers who are 
engaged in city or other forms of 
urban planning or in designing and 
carrying out actual projects under 
the general guidance and direction 
of a city or community master plan. 

From the above information I be- 
lieve that it should be clear that: 


A city or county planner or a 
planning ‘consultant is not re- 
quired by any law of the State 
of California to be a registered 
civil engineer, although, a regis- 
tered civil engineer may do city. 
county or regional planning if he 
has had sufficient experience to 
qualify for the work. 


Mr. Wise and Mr. Eisner are both 
members of the California Chapter 
ef the American Institute of Plan- 
ners. The Institute is composed of 
professional planners who are in 
private practice as planning con- 
sultants or employed by Federal, 
State, regional, county or city plan- 
ning agencies. The Institute was es- 
tablished in 1917 at the Ninth An- 
nual Conference of the National 


'Conferenee on City Planning held 


in Kansas City, Missouri. The name 
of the latter organization was 
changed to the American Society of 
Planning Officials in 1934. 


The following statement from the 
Journal of the American Institute 
cf Planners. states the purposes of 
the organization: 

“The American Institute of 
Planners. is a professional associ- 
ation, the purpeses of which are 
to study and-advance the science 
and art of planning, to further 
the interests of the profession, 
and to promote fellowship among 
its members. The planning with 
which the Institute.is concerned 
is. that of unified deve’‘opment. of 
urban cemmunities and their en- 
virons and of states, regions, -and 
the nation, as expressed’ through 
determination of the comprehen- 
Sive arrangement of land uses 
and occupancy and the regula- 
“tion thereof.” 

That city.and regional planning is 
reccgnized as a profession is evident 
in the fact that 18 universities and 
colleges now give bachelor or mas- 
ters degrees in such studies. These 
include: University of California, 
Harvard University, Massachusetts 
Institute of Technslogy, and the 
Universities of Cornell, Cclumbia 
and North Carolina and Georgia 
Institute of Technolegy. The first 
school of City and’ Regional Plan- 
ning to confer professional. degrees 
was established by Harvard Uni- 
versity in 1929. 

To qualify for the majority of po- 
sitions in the field of city and re- 
gional planning .most_ civil. service 
provisions: now require an applicant 
tc have a degree in ctiy or regional 
planning er in. the related fields of 
architecture, landscape architecture, 
civil engineering, economics or so- 


cial science.
